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DETAILED ACTION 

The art unit designated for this application has changed. Applicant(s) are hereby 
informed that future correspondence should be directed to Art Unit 1631 . 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-2, drawn to a method for predicting at least one property of a candidate 
molecule, classified in class 435, subclass 4. 

II. Claims 3-8, drawn to a method for selecting a set of marker molecules for structural 
comparison, classified in class 702, subclass 27. 

III. Claims 9-12, drawn to a method for predicting whether or not a molecule will be highly 
bound in serum, classified in class 435, subclass 7.1. 

IV. Claims 13-14, drawn to a system for predicting molecular activity, classified in class 702, 
subclass 19. 

V. Claims 15-16, drawn to a system for predicting propensity for protein binding in a 
candidate molecule, classified in class 702, subclass 19. 

Although there are no provisions under the section for "Relationship of Inventions" in 
M.P.E.P. § 806.05 for inventive groups that are directed to different methods, restriction is 
deemed to be proper because these methods and systems appear to constitute patentably distinct 
inventions for the following reasons: Groups I-V are directed to methods or systems that recite 
structurally and functionally distinct elements, are not required one for the other, and achieve 
different goals. Group I requires the prediction of a property without thresholds which is not 
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required by any other group. Group II requires the selection of a set of markers using a 
fractions-correctly-predicted metric which is not required by any other group. Group IV relates 
to a system that requires the prediction of molecular activity in serum containing a processor 
which is not required by any other group. Group V relates to a system that requires the 
prediction of protein binding propensity which is not required by any other group. Therefore, a 
search and examination of all five distinct methods and systems in one patent application would 
result in an undue search burden, since the searches for the five methods and systems are not co- 
extensive. The lack of overlapping search due to the different subject matter documents the 
undue search if they were searched together. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 
1.143). 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application.
